Bhe has shown as much in ker enlightened
commercial treaties, and especially in those
osontracted with her great Oriental neighbors,
Persia and China; in her propositions with
regard to the navigation of the river Amoor—
the Muscovite Mississippi; in her genial and
friendly sale of Alaska and her other posses-
sions on the northwest of onr continent, and
in her speuntaneons, abiding, and outspoken
friendsbip for her very antipodes in political
form—the Awerican republic. Now we be-
Lold emerging at Ltbe eleventh hour, from the
vapors of the political caldron over whose

the wizard Bismarek has been presiding, a
fresh mwnd imposing conception of Russian
policy. With railroads rapidly stretching
their glisteniog lines, like rays of the rising
sun, to overy part of her dominions, particu-
larly on the south and east; with steamships
darting forth from all her ports on every in-
land ses; with Christian missionaries persist-
sutly piercing the boundaries, crossing the
frontiera'and penetrating the recesses of Mo-
bammedan and heathen lands, Russia ad-
vances upon Turkey, no longer for war,
but for peace. The thirteen millions
of CGiroeks, Armenians, Druses, oto.,
and the one million five hundred thousand
Roman Cutholics among the less than forty
million of souls subject to the Ottoman
sospive,de not tremble at the approach of her
legitimate influence, for which, indeed, the
growing reforms adopted and favored by the
present Grand Turk himself have largely pre-
pared the public mind of his dominions, In
s word, out of the perilous embroilment of
the present hour arises, in clear and beautiful

Taking the ave-
rege of ils increase, it could not have had
more than 80,000 when admitted in 15467,
What motives operated to prodnce the admis-
sion of these Siates we nead not stop to con-
sider. 1f political, these wolives were un-
wise; if vaguely liboral, thay were nnjust to
other parts of the Union, and espedially to
other new States, inrogard to which a greater

respect for the ratio of representation
bad been obssrvad. Thus, Iowa, at
the period of admission, conld not have

had lees than 120,000:; Wisconsin not less
than 250,000; Minnesota, 125,000, These are
approximate estimates, of course, but they
are sufficient for our present purpose, They
show Lhat the admission of Oregon and Ne-
vada wos exceptionnl, and does not consti-
tute a precedent for action in reference to
Colorado and the remainder of {he presont
Territories. Fven Kansas does not help
them: its population when admitted did not
fall far short of 120,000,

The matter is not one in regard to which
Congress cau afferd to be indiiferent. There
may be powerful interests at work in favor of
elevating Colorado or Montana to equality
wilth older States, but no local, or parsonal,
or partisan consideration should for an in-
stant weigh against broader reasons of public
Jolicy which pgovern the adjustment of
representation, and determine the relative

ower of States in regulating national legis-
atlon.

AMNESTY IN EARNEST.
From the N, Y. Tribune,

Zebulo® B. Vance, once Governor of North
Caroling and a general in the Rebellion, was
on Tuesday last eleoted to the United States
Senate by a majority of 91 to 43 over Sena-
tor Abbott, In his speech at a serenade in
the evening he reviewed his former political
life, showing that he was always a Union
man, that he went out with his State, and
supported during the war, ont of loyalty to
North Carolina, measures which he did not
approve. He reiterates his devotion to his
State and to his fellow-citizens, and declares
that he will forever stand or fall with them.
He avoids all reference to nis views, if he
has any, in regard to the relations between
his Btate and the National Government. He
seems confident that he will be admitted to
his seat, not becanse he hus any legal or
moral right to it, but beoause the recent elec-
tions have resulted in Democratio gains.

Thet is to say, Mr. Vance goes before his
jndges in an attitude of deflance to the laws
they have made; avowing his active participa-
tion in a flagitious enterprise to destroy this
Government; making a boast of this, and as-
suming that his election is due toit. He
claims that he is sent to the Senate as an ex-
pression by his fellow-citizens of their admi-
ration and approval of his unlawful act. He
demands his seat on the ground that the re-
cent elections have shown a growth of Demo-
cratio and a decline of Republican influence.
He makes no profession of allegiance to the
nation in whose chief ocouncil Le aspires te
git. He expects that a legal sentence of ex.
clusion which rests npon him shall be re-
moved by the men who imposed it. He in-
sists upon justification without repentance or
faith,

If the Senators who are to decide upon Me,

same rule of conduct that preveils amon
his supporters, they would make short wor
of his tentions. Thev would send hiwm
back to his constituents for a further season
of meditation snd discipline. They woald
recall to his mind the fact that the work he
was engaged in for four busy years has been
condemued by the general judgment and by
legislative enactments as illegal. If to the
updoubted right of the Senate to reject Mr,
Vance was added the natural resentment
arising from his defiant ntierances, the (nes-
tion would be very promptly desided, and his
comrades would be invited to wake another
seleetion.

We bope that no suock view may be taken
by the Benate. We agree that Mr. Vance's
tone and attitade t.ru’?n the bighest degree
unpecessary and provoeative, But resent.
ments are not to be admitted a8 an element of
pelitical motives. There is nothing to be
gained b :?wling the Benator-elect. [t
would not effect s chauge in the minds or
hearts of his adherents, If they elocted aun.
other in his place, we might lose in candor
sud honesty more than we would galn in ap-
parent loy l-f. While Governor Vanose's opi-
nions and prineiples are as bad as prssible, in
sn abstract point of view, his practical appli-
cation of Whem is altogether pruiseworthy. He
denoumees proscriplion and redaliation with
commendsble vigor, He declares that every
law, bLoth State and pational, should be
obeyed and respected by all, He is an honest,

oourageous, hard- man, with good in-
tentions and im st lighta, WE belisve
that such a man the Seuats can do more

than barm; &nd it wight be difficalt to

d sny one who wonld more alequste'y re.
